Many strange tales are told of the plant 
hunters, and the queer strokes of luck that 
have converted an unsuccessful and expensive 

‘ourney into a positive triumph, financial and 
iotanical. A collector in New Guinea had 
long sought everywhere for a certain orchid 
that he had heard existed. Long and fruit- 
les was his search in the muggy New 
Guinean swamps, with ever the prospect of 
sitack by savages and conversion into “ long 
ng.” Eventually he came to a friendly vil- 
lage, and succeeded in establishing amicable 
relations with the natives. Wandering around 
one day he chanced upon the local burying 
gound, and, behold! great clusterg of 
resplendent purple blooms graced the tombs 
ot the departed. How to acquire the 
plants was a difficult matter, since the grave- 
vard was stridtly ‘‘tabu’”’ and violation of its 
sanctity meant, trouble. There was only one 
thing to do, and the Collector did it. He 
became ‘‘ blood brother ” with the chief, and 
was “made free’’ of the local necropolis. 
He risked inoculation with unpleasant native 
diseases, but gathered a good bundle of new 
and valuable orchids.

Who, then, are the princes of the 
modern pulpit? They are not so entitled 
because of their stateliness of bearing or 
sonorousness of phrase, but rather because 
they show some quality of moral or in- 
tellectual leadership. ‘lhe assistant editor 
of The Christian World would award the 
palm to the following of the Church of 


‘England clergy :—Dean Inge, Canon R. J. 


Campbell, the Rev. G. A. Studdert 
Kennedy, Prebendary Wilson Carlile, the 
Archbishop of York and the Rev. R. H. 
Sheppard. He reckons that fourteen 
famous Nonconformists and Free Church- 
men reach the standard. 

We must leave it to those who read to 
decide whether he has justified his choice. 
At any rate, he provides us with a useful 
resumé of the life of every one of his 
subjects, with some interesting, and at 
times beautiful, excerpts from their 
sermons. He remarks on p. 207 that 
“nobody ever thinks of ‘ persecuting’ an 
open-air evangelist in these tolerant 
times.” We would invite him to stand 
on Harold’s Cross Bridge on Sunday 
evenings.

Her narrative is full of dramatic 
intensity, and she enables her readers to 
envisage those momentoas episodes in the 
life of Tsar and Tsarina when great 
national issues hung im the balance and 
Court intrigue and gossip blinded the 
Crown to their real significance. It was 
when these situations demanded firm and 
instant handling that Nicholas showed 
himself no more able to exercise the pre- 
rogative of a king than a butterfly to save 
itself in a cyclone. | 
The book does not claim to be a political 
history of his reign, but simply to furnish 
a portrait of Nicholas as seen by one who 
moved in royal circles in Petrograd. As 
the author’s note informs, us, her object 
is to give ‘‘a human study of Nicholas 
showing the man himself as revealed in 
his diaries and letters to his wife.” 
Every phase of his life was marked by 
some foreboding, but it waschiefly from the 
day when he ascended the throne of AT) the 
Russias that sinister whispers were 
murmured: “ Misfortune ts written on his 
face.” Princess Radziwill heard this re- 
mark herself at the great’ ball in the 
Winter Palace soon after Nicholas’s acces- 
‘sion. We see him a supine, susceptible 
| and superstitious creature, drifting on the 
| stream which was hurrying him and his 
family to destruction. “ His atrocious 
death, with all its dreadful attendant 
circumstances, precludes the condemnation 
that would otherwise be his due,” writes 
the Princess. It is hard to argue. 


Such conviction most strongly is forced 
on the reader from the time that the im- 
poster, Rasputin, began to dominate the 
(court. While Rasputin held Nicholas and 
his wife under his baleful 
Court, the Duma, the Church and every 
national security shared the general 
corruption.

ó Bus difference’ of opinion that has 
arisen between the Prime Minister 
and the ‘elementary school teachers of 
Northern Ireland concerning the manner 
in which the latter have received the 
é eut ” in their salaries has caused much 
comment. In an Easter Monday speech to 
an Orange gathering Viscount Craigavon 
declared that the teachers had accepted 
the reduction loyally, and he was proud of 
them. The teachers, however, sitting in 
conference at Portrush, sent a telegram 
to the Premier yesterday repudiating his 
statement, and adding that. grave dis- 
content and distrust had been aroused 
which would not org be allayed if the 
roposel change took place. 
Pe cosstetives of the teaching pro- 
fession have been very outspoken, on the 
subject. Their sentiments seem to be ex- 
ressed in the protest of one of the 
Rabsguten: who declared that ‘‘ What we 
have we hold,” and-“‘ Not an inch '— 
a couple of the Prime Minister's own 
slogans. The resolution regarding the 
Premier’s statement was passed wunan- 
mously, and in a paper which was read 
subsequently the practice of using party 
and religious cries u..d shibboleths was 
deprecated. It will be recalled that about 
a fortnight ago a special meeting of 
teachers, representing three associations, 
met in Belfast and condemned the reduc- 
tion in their remuneration. 


A CHEAP TOUR OF BELFAST. 


The visitors within our gates may see 
the whole of Belfast, as viewed from tram- 
cars, for the modest sum of one shilling. 
Special day excursion tickets have been 
issued at that price, which enable the. 
holders to travel all over the tramway 
system, and as the lines radiate from the 
city centre to the boundary and beyond, 
it is possible in this way to pass through 
some of the most beautiful districts im 
the municipality The day’s tour may in- 
clude Glengormley, Bellevue Gardens, 
Malone, Stranmillis, Knock, Belmont, 
Strandtown, and as far as the new parlia- 
mentary buildings—-some five or six miles 
away—just to mention a few places of 
interest, and, no doubt, this concession 
will be much appreciated during the 
summer season. 

In the past fortnight, strangely 
enough, there was a decrease of 90,508 
passengers carried over the system. The 
total figures were 4,265,109, as compared 
with 4,355,417 for the corresponding period 
of last year, the decrease in receipts 
amounting to £386. On the other hand, 
there was an increase in ‘bus passenger 
traffic of 21,490, with a corresponding 
increase in revenue of £170. The weatlier 
is blamed for the. diminished tramway 
traffic, but it is hoped there wili be a 
soaring. of income with the approach of 
the summer months. 


PUSHING ULSTER PRODUCE. 


The excellent work of the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture has been reflected 
in the exhibition of Ulster farm produce 
at Birmingham. which was opened this 
week by Sir Edward Archdale. Tributes 
were paid by English wholesale merchants 
‘ “x to the high standard 
- of th} exhibits, which 
i include butter, eggs, 

bacon, ham, lard, 
honey, cream, pota- 
toes, canned apples 
and canned CÉ. seasa 
With the exception 
of the tinned goods, 
these articles are 
mostly produced from 
small farms, generally 
worked by family 
labour. 

To secure the ad- 
vantages of the best 
quality the Northern 

Government has never hesitated to pass 
legislative measures for the proper grading, 
packing and marketing of farm and 
orchard produce, upon which the prosperity 
of Northern Ireland largely depends. 
Spldhdid results already have been 
obtained from the operations of the 
Marketing of Eggs Act, the Dairy Produce 
Act, the regulations affecting the grading 
of potatoes and the Meat Inspection Act, 
which is just coming into force. All these 
measures met with opposition when 
passing through Parliament, but their 
advantages are now generally acknow- 
ledged. and their success is demonstrated 
in increased demand and enhanced prices.

COUNTERFEIT SOUTHERN COINS. 


The acceptance of Free State coins as 
fares over the Belfast tramway system 
offers three difficulties, according to a 
letter trom a local bank which was read 
at a meeting of the committee yesterday. 
The most important objection seems to be 
that the passing of such money opens an 
easy way to public deception, as many 
counterfeit coing have been traced, while 
another consideration is that the coin is 
lighter thar the British equivalent, giving 
rise to difficulties of weighing. 

The other objection is that Free 
State coinage is not legal tender in 
Ulster; but nobody minds that very 
much, and it is freely circulated 
all over the province. Southern book- 
makers bring it along to our race 
meetings, and no winner ever was known 
to refuse it. Visitors from across the 
border also spend it in our shops, and it is 
welcomed there without question. The 
counterfeiting of the Free State coinage, 
however, is a serious matter, and should 
engage the attention of the Southern 
authorities. On the other hand, counter- 
feit British money is not unknown in 
Belfast, and, indeed, it is a fortunate 
country that escapes the operations of 
experts in the making of bad money, 

hose who deprecate the circulation of 
Free State money in Ulster point out that 
British money, which is legal tender in 
the South, can easily be obtained there 
by inténding visitors to the North. More- 
over, the banks here have to forward to 
Dublin all lodgments of Free State money, 
as they cannot issue it to customers.

HE chief feature on the morning and 
il aiternoon programme at the Sligo Feis 
Ceoil to-day was the choral competi- 
tions. There were six classes for school 
choirs, and entries from convent schools in 
Mayo and Donegal. rT to the singing 
of these choirs one regretted that more schools 
had not followed their lead. The standard in 
the English classes was exceptionally high. 
There were all those delicate iittle touc 
that make good part simging an absolute joy 
to hear. The choirs were conducted by school 
cirls, and they showed an extraordinary apti- 
tude for their tasks. The choirs sang with a 
spontaneity that was exhilarating. 

The competition for the Joseph Sarto Cup 
for plain song provided a keen struggle, and 
was followed with great interest by a large 
crowd. 

The competitions last night for the cups 
for song interpretation provided cntertainment 
of a very high ‘standéed. The high level was 
largely due to the appearance of quite a 
number of singers well known at the Dublin 
Feis Ceoil. and there was about the night some- 
thing strongly suggestive of a Plunkett 
Greene or Joseph O'Mara Cup right at the 
Metropohtan Hall, Dublin, an impression 
strengthened by the appearance of Miss 
Dorothy Stokes as accompanist tor many of 
these singers. Of course, that added to the 
merit of their performance, especially when it 
came to the playing of the piano part of such 
songs as Sacknowsky’s “The Clock” or 
Manrice Besley-s very modern “ Listening.” 

Challenge Cup, for Song Interpretation, 
open to all voices. Competitors were free to 
sing one song of their own selection. 

Cup won by Mr. H. HopeJohnston 
Dubha, who sang “' Peace ” (Schubert). The 
winner received 92 marks. 

Miss Hilda Wallis, Dublin, was second with

SPLENDID VOICES. 


Dr. Darke, who adjudicated, said that it 
was not often that a judge could say that 
every singer In the competition had a 
splendid voice, and more, that the songs were 
all sung with artistry, as had been the case 
in this extraordinarily interesting competition. 

Referring to the Cup winner, Dr. Darke 
said that both Mr. Dunhill and he felt that, 
save for the fact that the pace was just a 
ttle on the slow side, the singer had given 
a most finished and artistic performance of 
‘he Schuvert song. It was a wonderful song, 
and only singers could appreciate its diffi- 
culties, which were far greater than many 
more «iaborate songs. This competitor had 
created a wonderful impression, and he was 
a real artist, 

The lady who came second (Miss Wallis) 
had considerable range in her interpretative 
powers. At the start she had shown her art 
by quickly getting in touch with and impres- 
sing her audience. She had done it also at 
the end of the song, when she worked up a 
splendid climax, and throughout she showed 
great sensitiveness of phrasing. She had a 
fine voice and generally was a very promising 
singer.

HE Dromara murder trial concluded at 

the Downpatrick Assizes to-day, when 
, the jury disagreed in the case of Gerald 
Kennedy, of Athlone, who was charged with 
the murder of Miss Ellen Maguire (75), of 
Drumadoney, near Dromara, Co. Down. The 
accused man was put back to the Summer 
Assizes. Kennedy was arrested along with 
a pediar, Francis Morrison, in Dundalk. and 
both had in their possession a quantity of 
sovereigms, which, as was alleged, they had 
stolen the murdered woman. Morrison 
was t , found guilty of murder, and 
was sentenced to death. 

The Court was again carefully guarded this 
morning when the trial was resumed, only 
| those having business being allowed in before 
the judge arrived. Later the galleries became 
crowded, and a packed court witnessed the 
final scenes.

Mr. McSparran, counsel for the accused 
man, objected to the calling of further 
witnesses; but Mr. Justice Wilson permitted 
the further evidence.

After Mr. M‘Sparran addressed the jury, it 
was uitimated that one of the jurymen had 
taken ill. The Court was sdaverned for 
twenty minutes, and at the end ef that time 
the juryman was able to resume. 

Mr. Justice Wilson, summing tp; said that 
Kennedy and Morrison had been jointly in- 
dicted for murder, and when the trial was 
about to teke place counsel applied to him 
that Kennedy ld be tried separately. He 
had assented te that-course, and accordingiy 
they had Kennedy before them. They had 
nothing to do with Morrison's trial. It must 
be discharged entirely from the minds of the 
jury, and the only evidence on which they 
could act was the evidence sworn in the 
witness box before them, apart from any 
suspicion based on anything they had heard 
outside the jury box. The jury were the sole 
judges of the evidence of fact given in the 
case, and he was alone responsible for the 
law. 

The Judge proceeded to cite the evidence, 
and said that no Crown witness could say 
where the prisoner went after leaving Hew- 
thorne’s; but the Crown suggested that he 
and Morrison made their way to Miss 
Maguire’s and did the crime. There was no 
evidence of that. The Judge traced 
prisoner's movements as far as the Dundalk 
lodging house. 

The jury, as stated, could not agree, and 
the accused man was put back to the next 
Assizes.,

As a matter of fact, he 
believed it was best to ignore the bar lines 
when singing them.

On Monday the inhabitants of Beni 
Suef, a town of Upper Egypt, were treated

unusual, 
spectacle. They 
together with a number of ex-Ministers, 
escorted politely, but firmly, to the train 
which had just brought them, and sent 
back to Cairo. The incident is trifling in 
itself, but it possesses interest as a sign of 
Sidky Pasha’s effort to combat Wafdist 
and Liberal disturbance in Egypt. In 
1927 Nahas Pasha, the present Wafdist 
leader, became the Egyptian Premier. After 
the dismissal of his Government in the 
same year, Mahmoud Pasha, the Liberal 
leader, administered the country, but in 
1928 King Fuad suspended the Constitu- 
tion, which had been im force since 1923. 
The Constitution was restored at the end 
of 1929, and an overwhelming Nationalist 
majority was returned, with Nahas Pasha 
in control. In June of last year Nahas 
resigned ; the Constitution was suspended 
again, and Sidky Pasha was appointed by 
the King to administer Egyptian affairs 
until he had drawn up a new Constitution, 
including a new system of franchise. The 
electoral laws were promulgated in October, 
and became instantly a target for the 
Wafdists, who announced their purpose 
to boycott the imminent elections. Their 
abstention, of course, would render the 


to an 


elections a farce, since they number in 
their the 
Egyptian citizens. 
Hitherto the attitude of the Liberals, 
under Mahmoud, has not been defined 
clearly. They are not extremists, but they 
demand for the people a greater measure 
of the sweets of democracy ‘than the new 
Constitution is likely to allow. They love 
the Wafd no better than they love Sidky 
Pasha, and a mere understanding linked 


ranks great majority of 


the two parties of Opposition. Now, how- 
ever, as a result of the Government’s 
announcement that the general election 
will take a pact has 
been concluded between Wafd and 
Liberals, and both parties will abstain 
from the election. It is in connection 
with this dual alliance that the Beni 
Suef incident has occurred. Nahas 
and Madmoud had been invited to that 
town to preach the doctrine of abstention. 
If their sole object had been to advise 
the electorate how to vote, no obstacle 
would have been put in their way; 
but they proclaimed beforehand that 
they intended to counsel a boycott and 
to intimidate the electors. The Govern- 
ment held that such intimidation not only 
was unlawful, but conducive to disorder, 
and treated the ex-Premiers almost pre- 
cisely as the Government of Northern 
Ireland treated Mr. de Valera on two 
familiar occasions. 

One may ask with reason: Why does 
not the Wafd, with its vast electoral] 
superiority to the other parties, consent 
to enter the new Parliament and to obtain 
its ends by constitutional means? Even 
under a revised ‘system of franchise, it 
would preserve its superiority, and could 
advance’ or retard the process of govern- 
ment aa it pleased. The answer seems to 
be that Nahas Pasha desires, by a policy 
of disorder, to secure the intervention of 
Britain in Egyptian affairs—in the belief, 
| perhaps, that a Socialist Government at 
Westminster tould inspire King Fuad 
and his councillors with greater respect 
for democratic institutions, Such a desire 
| might explain the Wafdist outbreaks of

the fact that Nahas Pasha, during his last 
| premiership, tried to arrange terms for a 
treaty between Great Britain and Egypt.

Apparently, 
while anxious to arrange a treaty with 
Britain himself, he does not wish any 
éther Egyptian hand to append the 
signature; for a clause df the Wafdist- 
Liberal pact pronounces such a treaty, if 
made by Sidky Pasha, unacceptable to the 
combination. It is hard to know what the 
Wafd really desires. Britain’s duty, at all 
events, is clear, She has no concern with 
thé domestic affairs of Egypt, so long as 
they do not affect her own interests in that 
country; but, if such necessity arises, she 
must threaten, and, if threats do not 
avail, she must strike. 


Road Traffic. 


The Automobile Association has per- 
formed a most useful service. For the 
last three months a thousand of its 
selected scouts, reinforced by another 
thousand motor police patrols, have been 
observing the effects of the new Road 
Traffic Act upon motorists in England, 
Scotland and Wales. Since the period 
under review included the Easter holli- 
days, when any vehicle which owns four 
wheels and is capable of motion is liable 
to make an asthmatic appearance, the 
test may be accepted as reasonably com- 
prehensive. The verdict is more than 
satisfactory. Reports show that in all 
essentials motorists and pedestrians alike 
have responded to the Minister for Trans- 
port’s appeal for safety on highways and 
byways. Some people had feared that the 
abolition of the speed limit would inspire 
the reckless to furious driving; no such 
abuse of official confidence, however, has 
been noticed. On the contrary, the 
standard of courtesy and care is said 
to have improved out of all knowledge, 
and it is pleasant to learn that no dis- 
tinction is drawn between the private 
owner, his chauffeur and the driver of the 
commercial lorry. In the past the chief 
offenders in the matter of courtesy have 
been private chauffeurs driving alone—who 
have been apt to regard all other users of 
the road as a nuisance—and drivers of 
bulky pantechnicons, who have pursued the 
even tenour of their way in the middle of 
the road for miles at a piously moderate 
speed.

The Almanac de Gotha—like the map 
of Europe a century ago—was “ rolled 
up ”’ by the Great War ; but it came to life 
in Wednesday’s wedding at Palermo. By 
this magnificent affair democracy is re- 
minded that royalty, or at least ex-royalty, 
still. flourishes, and that the thrones of 
Europe never will be empty through lack 
of claimants. The bridegroom was the 
Comte de Paris, son of the Duc de Guise, 
pretender to the throne of France ; and his 
bride was Princess Isabel of Orleans- 
Braganza, daughter of Prince Dom Pedro 
de Alcantara of Orleans-Braganza, once a 
pretender to the throne of Brazil. Although 
the Duc de Guise is forbidden to set foot 
on the soil of France, royalty, both actual 
and ‘‘ ex,’’ flocked to the ceremony, which 
was staged at a cost of £10,000. Fifty- 
seven princes and princesses were present. 
They drew their titles from many countries 
—from Spain and Italy, where royalty is 
still valid, and from France, Russia and 
Greece, whose constitutions, for the time 
being, have denounced it. The company 
of royal exiles at Palermo might have been 
yet larger; for it included no Hohen- 
zollerns, and ex-King Amanullah of 
Afghanistan—who in normal circumstances 
might have “ dropped in ' from Naples— 
is on pilgrimage at Mecca. We may 
suppose that the guests not only toasted 
the happy pair, but discussed their own 
prospects in a cheerful spirit. The new 
republics of Europe have not been con- 
spicuously successful. In most of them 
monarchist parties are large and active; 
and not a few of the ex-royalties have 
chances of recall to their former capitals. 
Greece may change her mind again ; 
Hungary may reward the ex-Empress 
Zita’s proud confidence in her son’s 
fortunes; ex-King Manoel, though 
Portugal still reject him, may be invited 
to the throne of an independent Madeira: 
even the Kremlin may know new Faili: 
At any rate, we can be sure that, in its 
political table-talk, the Band ot Hope at 
Palermo was not gravelled for lack of 
matter.

REFORM STARTS AT CITY HALL

CHICAGO, Thursday. 
R. ANTON CERMAK is clearly 
M resolved to lose no time in the 
application of the cleansing broom to 

Chicago s Augean stables. : 

He was sworn in as Mayor after a special 
meeting of the City Council, and the cere- 
mony was rushed through with unpre- 
cedented speed. Every short-cut was taken 
in order that the new Mayor might start 
on his promised work of reorganisation of 
the municipal government as quickly as 

ssible. 

Thousands who desired to witness the 
ceremony were disappointed. Mr. Cermak 
slipped quietly into the county court- 
room. which was filled with Pressmen, and 
took the oath. When he emerged shortly 
afterwards vociferous throngs escorted him 
to the Mayor s office. 

Mr. Colaasz, who was a civic leader in 
Prague, has been appointed Commissioner 
of Public Works. He immediately ordered 
the discharge of thousands of temporary 
workers at the City Hall Department as a 
first step in the campaign of economy. 


CABLE INTERCEPTED. 


There was an echo of the campaign to- 
day, when a warrant was obtained by the 
Western Union Calle Company against a 
woman, clerk and her husband, charging 
them with intercepting a cable sent by Mr. 
Cermak ‘and handing it over to “ Big Bill” 
Thompson. 

The cable was addressed to a Mr. 
Tyerson at the Travellers’ Bank in Paris, 
ind said :—‘‘ May we ask for subscrip- 
tons for Cermak’s campaign against 
Thompson? Cermak will be elected if we 
vet sufficient money. (Signed)—Porter.”’ 
“Big Bill’’ quoted this cable in 
speeches which he made charging Mr. 
Cermak’ with being allied with inter- 
national bankers’ interests ‘‘ for the over- 
throw. of the champion. of true 
Americanism.”’ 

When in offite Mr. Cermak will have a 
working majority on the Council, since 
thirty of the city’s fifty aldermen are 
Democrats, while only nine of the twenty 
Republicans can be classed as “Big Bill’s’’ 
allies. 

In the course of a statement to the 
Press the new Mayor said:—‘‘ The bums

In response to repeated trans-Atlantic 
telephone calls from London requesting 
interviews, Mr. Cermak at last picked up 
the receiver and replied to volleys of 
questions as to what he was going to do 
with Capone and gangsters in general.

Chicago on 
a law-and-order basis in leés than two 
months.”’ 


“ BIG BILL”’ AND THE KING.

Real honest economy was the only 
remedy for the shrinkage in the national 
income, declared Mr. Lyons, former 
Federal. Treasurer, in a speech at the 
opening here of the Inter-State Conference 
of Citizens’ Movements. 

Mr. Lyons said that the basic principles 
of his policy were balancing the Budget 
and the restoration of sound and sane 
government. He proposed the appoint- 
ment of an expert committee of economists 
and business men to investigate the periods 
over which the Budget could be pro- 
gressively balanced according to the com- 
munity’s capacity. 

It was essential, he said, to guar. ntee 
no interference with the curren¢y or with 
the management of the banks, and also 
no repudiation. Government expenditure 
should be reduced commensurately with 
the reduction in the national income. He 
advocated a review of pensions payment, 
and suggested a contributory scheme. 
Australia could not afford the existing 
interest rates. The proper method of 
reducing them was by a conversion loan 
to a lower rate. He believed that 
Australian bondholders would respond to 
a patriotic appeal. The issue of fiduciary 
currency was a false remedy.

AHMEDABAD, Thursday. 
A N appeal for the wholehearted back- 

ing of his countrymen during the 
resumed Round Table Conference is made 
by Gandhi in a signed article to-day in his 
newspaper, Young India, in which he 
comments on his appointment as sole Con- 
gress delegate to the Conference. 

‘It is the implicit belief of Congress- 
men,” he says, “ that in the end it will 
not be the work of the Conference that 
will bring Swaraj (self government). It 
can only be the work of India that can 
do that. It is not the ability of the delega- 
tion that will tell at the Conference, but 
the power behind it. | 

“ Whether the end of the Conference 1s 
to be peace or war, every available hand 
is needed in the country. We want all our 
men and women in the country to avoid 
war; for the best way to ensure peace 1s 
to push up a constructive programme and 
implement. the conditions of the provi- 
sional settlement.”’ 


HIS APPOINTMENT. 


Explaining his appointment by Congress 
as its sole delegate, he says :—‘‘ The choice 
lay between the appointment of the whole 
Working Committee or only one member 
of it holding its power of attorney. The 
latter arrangement was felt to be easily 
the most efficacious and economical way ; 
for not only could money be saved, but 
also energy. 

“ This appointment,” he says, “ en- 
hances my responsibility a thousandfold, 
but my task. becomes light with the 
thought that I have to carry out the in- 
structions of my principals.

NEW COURSE TO BE 
FLOWN. 


————-—- 


The Aeronautical Correspondent of Th; 
Times to-day writes:—The course: over 
which the Schneider Trophy Race will be 
flown on September 12th has now been 
determined. As has already been in- 
dicated, it has been moved a little east- 
wards of the course of 1929, so as to leave 
the Solent Channel open to Southampton 
shipping, and, in order that it may fit its 
new situation, it is to be triangular instead 
of four-sided, as it was for the Jast race. 
It will still, however, be of about the same 
length. 

Ryde pier will again be the starting and 
finishing point, and a turn will be made 
just east of Sea View, towards the coast of 
the mainland near Wittering, slightly east 
of Chichester Harbour. There the course 
turns sharply to the west, and a long, 
straight stretch past Hayling Island, 
Southsea, Gilkicker Point and Stokes Bay 
will be flown to the next turn off the Isle 
of Wight at a point to the north-east of 
East Cowes. The lengths of the various 
legs are, roughly—-East Cowes to Sea View 
turn, 73 miles; Sea View to Wittering 
turn, 84 miles; Wittering to East Cowes 
turn, 143 miles. 

HIGH SPEED. 

The new course offers a fine opportunity 

for high speed along that stage which runs 
parallel with the coast of the mainland, 
but this will be set off by the very sharp 
turn at the eastern extremity. In the 
last race there was a similarly acute angle 
off Cowes, and a less difficult one at the 
Nab lightship. 
With fewer and sharper turns, corner- 
ing will be of very great importance in 
this year’s race, and the control of the 
seaplanes in the air will have a still 
greater significance than in past races.

CORK CITY AND THE 
MOVEMENT. 


FINANCE MINISTER 
CRITICISED. 


Mr. James Dwyer, Chairman, Cork 
Savings Committee, who presided, pointed 
to Cork’s support in the national saving 
movement, saying that of the first issue of 
Certificates Cork bought one and a quarter 
million pounds worth, and withdrawals 
amounted to one-quarter of a million, leav- 
ing one million invested in Cork, a record 
of which they in Cork were proud. It also 
indicated confidence in the scheme.

MR. WILLIAM WRIGHT, M.P. 

Mr. William Wright, Labour M.I. for the 
Rutherglen Division of Lanarkshire, died fast 
night at the residence of his daughter, Mrs. 
Crozier, in Rosslyn avenue, Rutherglen. He 
had been unwell since fast November. 

Mr. Wright was born near Lincoln im 
August, 1662. At the age of nme he was 
selling newspapers; at twelve he was a stable 
bov .a a Ketherham mine; and at fourteen 
a farmer's bey. When yet a boy he was leit 
as breadwinner for a tamily of ten, and jor 
nine years he worked irom seventy to eighty 


nours a weet. 

Mr. Wright joined the Independent Labour 
Pdity in 1893. and, after working as an 
organiser In South Wales, acted for many 
years as propaganda agert for the Scottisn 
CoAperative Wholesale Society. He entered 
Parliament® at the age of sixty, m 1922. In 
recent years he had devoted much 
attention (cc $jexperiments i intensive 
agriculture ne muliiple wheat grow- 
ing. dn i821 he produced irom one 
thousand to fifteen hundred grains of wheat 
from one seed, and in July la 
the House of Commons twenty-five wheat 
stems grown from a single seed in his gerden 
at Balham. He was part author of a book 
on agriculture and unemployment, and had 
ylso written a book of verse. 

Mr. Wrighi’s death creates a Parliamentary 
vacancy in the Rutherglen Division.

‘ RESOLUTION from the Central 
A Executive Council was. proposed at 
yesterday’s Cowsvess in Cork of the 
Irish National Teachers’ Organisation by 
Mr. L. McSweeney (Kerry), seconded by 
Mr. O’Hagan (Dublin), and passed, instruct- 
ing the Executive to prepaté a report on the 
working of the School Attendance Act, 1928, 
and to take steh steps as may seem advisable 
to remedy the defects which the imquiry 
would disclose. | 
Dectaring that the School Attendance Act 
had degenerated into a farce in Dublin, Mr. 
O’Hagan said that the. official figures of 
87 per cent: for school attendance in 
Dublin was ‘entirely misleading; that was 
only the percentage of children on the rolls. 
If all the children of school-gomg age were 
included the average would be nearer to 70 
than 87. A priest had. brought to a school 


at school, , ; 
There is no city in Europe, said Mr. 


O'Hagan, in which there are more children 
of school-going age on the streets during 
school hours than in Dublin. They had 
big boys in their classes who were a bad 
example to the other boys and a heartbreak 
to the teachers. He had no complaint to 
make against the school attendance officers 
or the School Attendance Committee, but he 
had strong complaints to make against the 
District Justices for their treatment of school 
attendance cases. 

Delegates from different counties com- 
plained of the leniency with which District 
Justices dealt with school attendance cases, 
and itjwas mentioned that in Kerry a parent 
was fined sixpence for neglecting the educa- 
tion of his child, and five shillings for hav- 
ing- an unshed donkey. | 

neral O'Duffy, Commissioner of the Civic

BELFAST, Thursday. 

Addressing the Registered Vestrymen of 
Belfast Cathedral Jast evening, the Dean of 
Belfast (the Very Rev. H. R. Brett, M.A.)

UNFULFILLED PROMISES. 

Mr. Padraic 0 Domhnallain at last night's 
session, speaking in Irish on the events of 
the nineteenth century, said that the Gaelic 
Ireland which bore the brunt of the land war 
and foreign economic pressure was promised 
ever since the formation of the Land League, 
over fifty years ago, that under a Home Rule 
Government large pumbers would be trans- 
planted to the lands from which their 
sncestors were driven. These promises had 
not been fulfilled; and, instead of the land, 
which would give them bread, they were 
offered seaweed, save in a few cases where 
they were invited to start’ anew in the midst 
of mountain morasses. They saw the assets 
dí the Congested Districts Board, amounting 
to over a million pounds, taken over by the 
Government. Very little of that had been 
spent in the Gaeltacht. 

In the meantime the Government had 
collected some £2,000,000 from the Gaeltacht, 
and the Land Commissien could sell securities 
arising out of its Western estate to the sum 
of £465,691. . Applications made under the 
new administration were not being met, as 
had been expected, Outof some 9,000 valid appli- 
cations for housing loans only 300 were 
sanctioned thus far... What a contrast to the 
work of the Congested Districts Board, whose 
report for the year 1920-21 said :—-“ 109 
dwelling-houses and 103 out-offices were 
erected hy us on new or rearranged holdings, 
and 245 «dwelling-houses and 36 ont-offices 
were erected’ or substantially improved by 
tenants themselves. ai a total cost of £55,274. 

GAELTACHT COLLEGES. 
‘The splendid colleges established in the 
Gaeltacht for the education of aspirants to 
the teaching profession kept their doses shut 
against the young native speakers in their 
neighbourhood. Was there any reason why 
the most intelligent pupils in the advanced 
classes in the schools surrounding these 
colleges should be denied the excellent 
tuition imparted in the new collegiate institu- 
tions ? The Gaeltacht was exhorted to 
preserve the Gaelic language and all that it 
connotes. Yet, . commissioners, librarians, 
doctors, and other officials, who were unable 
to transact ‘their duties through the medium 
of Gaelic, were hemg dumped imto it: and 


when a local body, like the Galway County | 
Council, uppointed a competent official, who | 


eculd transa¢t his duties in the natiye tongue, 
they found him denied sanction by a Govern- 
ment which; pretended concern for Irish 
Ireland. |

EXPERIMENTS SHOW 
VARIED RESULTS.

ETAILS of experiments carried out im 
1929 by the artment’s agricultaral 
instructors in regard to the cultivation 

of ogy wet ate given in the current issne 
of the Journal of the Fr 

ay nk ce gs e Free State Department 
_Yhe experiments were conducted on similar 
lines to those adopted in the preceding year 
and results were obtained from 130 centres at 
which 520 sub-plots were laid down. The 
returns reveal that the average yield of beet 
was 12 tons 9 cwts. (factery weight) per 
statute acre, and the average sugar content 
of the samples 17.6 per cent. 

At the majority of the centres where the 
experiments were conducted the soil was 
described as either medium or heavy lcam 
The best yield was, on the average, obtaimed 
from medium loam, and there was littte 
difference in those obtained from light and 
heavy loams or peaty soj As regards the 
sugar content of roots, average return 
from moory soils was appteciably inferier to 
those from the three classes of upland solls 
That of beet grown on the lichter upland soils 
was, on the average, slightly higher than 
that of beet grown on heavier soils. In 
general, however, such --differences would 
appear to be seasonal and may be attributed 
to the effects of the moisture content of the 
oe aa periods during the growth of 

When grown after roots or potatoes the 
average yield of beet was 12 tons 13 cwts. 
and the average sugar content 17.5 per cent ' 
aíter a corn crop the averages were 12 tons 
6 cwts. and 17.6 per cent: Beet grown after 
lea oats was better both in vield and content 
where the oat crop had received a dressmg 
of artificial manures, and beet grown after tea 
oats was better in yield and content than beet 
grown after a manuted «crop.

RACE TRIAL BY WORLD

Mr. George E. T. Eyston, who holds the 
world’s record speed of just: under one 
hundred miles an hour for baby motor 
cars. will arrive in Dublin to-morrow morn- 
ing.

Mr. F. Britten Austin, the short story 
writer, considers that the surroundings of 
his home, Guestling Hall, Sussex, have 
been impaired by the erection of giant 
pylons in connection with the Hastings- 
Folkestone electricity transmission. lines. 
Accordingly, he has decided to make a 
permanent home in Paris.

on an agreed statement of facts in the form 
of @ special case for the opinion of the Court 
on ions of law. The plaintiffs claimed 
£2, 5s. 4d. (reduced by credits in the 
statement of claim to £1,686 15s. 4d.) as 
damages for alleged breaches by the de- 
fendants in contracts contained in two bills 
of lading, or, alternatively, for damages 
sustained by the plaintiffs by reason of the 
alleged negligence of the defendants, their 
servants or agents, in the loading, stowage 
and carriage of sixty-nine hogsheads of leaf 
tobacco. It was stated that the tobacco was 
delivered to the defendants at Norfolk, 
United States of America; in good order and 
condition and was so shipped on the Hatteras. 
On arrival at Dublin the tobacco was found 
to be damaged by vermin which had 
penetrated into the hogsheads during the 
voyage. 

wenty-one bales of rabbit skins, which had 
been shipped at New York in the same ship, 
and stowed in the same part of the ship as 
the tobacco were, on arrival at Dublin, found 
to contain vermin of the same species, and 
the Court was asked to assume, for the pur- 
pose of its decision on the questions of law, 
that the vermin were not due to, or caused 
by, anything inherent in the tobacco, but 
originated in, and came from, the rabbit 
skins.

OUESTIONS OF LAW. : 

The questions of law which the plaintiffs 
and the defendants had concurred in stating 
for the opinion of the Court were :—(1) 
Whether, on the true construction of the 
bills of lading, and in the aésence of 
negligence, as alleged, on the part of the 
defendants, their servants or agents, the de- 
fendants are liable for the damage caused to 
the plaintiffs’ tobacco by vermin; and (2) 
whether, on the true construction of the bills 
of lading, the defendants are exempt from 
liability for the damage caused to the plain- 
tiffs’ tohacco by vermin, notwithstanding 
negligence, as alleged, on the part of the 
ican their servants or agents. 

The defendants now are appealing from 
so much of the crder of the High Court as 
states: ‘‘This Court is of opinion that on 
the true construction of the bills of lading 
in the special case, and in which absence 
of negligence is alleged on the part 
of the defendants, their servants or agents, 
the defendants are liable for the damage 
caused to the plaintiffs’ tobacco by vermin, 
as in the said case mentioned.’’ The defendants 
are applying for an order that these words 
may be set aside and rescinded, and that in 
lieu thereof it be declared that, in the 
cpinion of the Court, on the true construction 
of the bills of lading in the special case, and 
in the absence of negligence, as alleged, on 
the part of the defendants, the defendants 
are not liable for the damage caused to the 
plaintiffs’ tobacco. 


VERDICTS OF JURIES. 

There is an appeal on behalf of Messrs. 
W. and G. T. Pollexfen and Co., Ltd., of 
Sligo, against a judgment for £900 and costs 
iven at a jury trial in favour of Mrs. 
lizabeth Feeney, of Abbey street, Sligo, in 
her action under the Fatal Injuries Act 
against Messrs. Pollexfen and Co., Ltd., 
claiming damages for the death of her 
husband, Michael Feeney, caused, as she 
alleged, by the collapse of a scaffolding which 
he was using while unloading grain from the 
ship Charterholme. 

An appeal is being taken bv a Southern 
plaintiff, Miss Honora May Minihane, from 
the verdict of a jury, found by direction of 
the judge, in favour of the Rapid Transit 
Co., of Cork. The plaintiff claimed damages 
for injuries received while travelling as a 
passenger on an omnibus of the defendant 
company, but, it appeared, that she occupied 
a piace upon the driver’s platform at the 
time of the accident, and the jury found as 
stated. 


TWO £3,000 VERDICTS. 
_ Another appeal in a personal injuries action 
is one by the Hibernian Taxi Co., of Dublin. 
In this case Miss Gertrude McGreene, of 
Kilkee, Co. Clare, who formerly was a nurse 


and was awarded £3,000 by a jury. The 
defendants are seeking to have this verdict 
set aside on the grounds that it was against 
the evidence and the weight of evidence: 
that the damages were excessive, and that 
the trial was unsatisfactory. 

_ The Cork Distillers Co., Ltd., are appeal- 
ing from a verdict of a jury for £3,000 
camages in favour of Mr. Shaun O’Dwver. 
a commercial traveller, of Clontarf, who 
ciaimed damages for personal injuries and 
damage to his motor cycle, caused, as he 
alleged, by being struck by a motor car. the 
property of the defendant company, at New- 
townmountkennedy, Co. Wicklow. 


A DETECTIVE’S INJURIES. 

One of the appeals is brought by the Clare 
County Council in a case that originally was 
heard at the Circuit Court in Ennis. In 
the Circuit Court, John O'Driscoll, a detec- 
live officer, stationed at Knock, Co. Clare, 
claimed compensation for alleged malicious 
injury. From the evidence it appeared that 
the applicant had been searching for 
ammunition, and that he was injured by an 
explosion when a box that was discovered 
was opened by another Civic Guard, who 
was killed. Judge McElligott awarded the 
applicant £400 compensation, and from that 
award the Clare County Council -appealed 
to the High Court, one of the grounds 
being that the claim did not come within 
the provisions of the Grand Jury Act. - 

Lhe High Court differing in their opinion, 
the decree of the Circuit Court Judge, in 
the result, was confirmed, and, in the circum- 
stances, the County Council are appealing 
to the Supreme Court. 

There are five cases for hearing in the 
Court of Criminal Appeal. 


OTHER IMPORTANT CASES. 

There is a substantial volume of work to 
be done in Mr. Justice Meredith’s Court. 
the most interesting case being that of 
Antonio Epicella and Matteo Costantino, 
Italians, against Emilio Scala, another 
Italian, and the Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., and 
others, in connection with the first prize of 
£554,544 in the Grand National Sweepstake. 
An interim. injunction already has been 
granted restraining the payment of the first 
prize money until the hearing of a motion 
for an interlocutory injunction pending the 
trial of the action. It is understood that 
the motion for the interlocutory injunction

General and a number of “special defen- 
dants."” The plaintiffs claim declarations 
that the object of Erasmus Smith in provid- 
ing property and creating and endowing the 
charitable trusts administered by them was 
to propagate the Protestant faith according 
to the Scriptures, and to provide for tbe 
education, advancement and assistance of 
Protestants, and that they are bound to hold 
and administer the property vested in, or 
transferred to them, or their predecessors, in 
such manner as to give full effect to, and 
carry out such end and object; and that 
they are bound to ensure that the teaching of. 
Protestant doctrine is an essential element in 
the education provided in the schools main- 
tained and assisted by them with and out of 
the proceeds of such property. 


A COUNTER-CLAIM. 

The Attorney-General does not admit that 
the objects of Erasmus Smith were those 
stated by the plaintiffs, and submits that 
the paramount object of Erasmus Smith was 
tha uplifting. and disciplining, by means of 
education, of the poor children of the tenants 
and inhabitants on his Jands ; and that before, 
and at the time of the foundation and endow- 
ment, and ever since, the great majority of 
the children whom it was intended to benefit 
by the endowment were, and have been, 
Roman Catholics. The Attorney-General 
counter claims that the matter be referred to 
the Examiner to settle a scheme for the 
government, ordering, and regulating of the 
charity. 

The “ special defendants’ say that Erasmus 
Smith promoted the trusts with the para- 
mount object of endowing a free educational 
foundation for the children of tenants and 
inhabitants of his Irish estate, and of other 
poor persons. and kad little or no concern for 
the propagation of anv form of Protestantism 
and imposed no religious tests. They counter- 
claim for a «declaration that the trusts are 
charitable, and that the paramount object of 
the trusts was educational, and not religious. 
They also claim that a scheme for the 
administration of the trusts may be settled 
by the Court. 


INCOME TAX FORMS. 

In an action which is being brought by 
Joseph Hogan and Bridget Hogan, of 
Malahide, Co. Dublin, executor and executrix 
of Patrick Hogan, licensed vintner, late of 
Malahide, deceased, against the Special Com- 
missioners of Income Tax and the Attorney- 
General, the plaintiffs claim an order declar- 
ing that certain forms served on them in 
February and March of last year, requiring 
them to make retrrns of the total income, 
from all sources, of the late Mr. Hogan for 
the years from 1923 to 1926 for the purposes 
of assessment to the super tax are illegal, 
unauthorised, and ultra vires, and that they 
are under no obligation to comply with the 
requisitions. : 

John Reinhardt, of Croydon Park, Fair- 
view, Dublin, and fourteen other men residing 
in various parts of the city have an action 
against the Dublin Corporation, claiming 
pensions to which they say they are entitled, 
and which were granted by the Corporatign, 
by whom they had been cmployed for many 
years, but had not been paid to them. 

In addition to these cases there are very 
many motions and construction stcmmonses 
to be disposed of by Mr. Justice Meredith. 

Mr. Justice Johnston also has a long list 
to get through. One of the actions in his 
court deals with the registration of a patent 
agent, and is brought against the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, a question at 
issue being whether the plaintiff both resides 
and has a place of business in the Irish Free 
State. 


ROSCREA MARKET CASE. 

There is an action by the Attornev-General 
against the County Council of Tipperary 
(North Riding) and a number of residents in 
Roscrea relating to the Roscrea market scales 
site; and a motion will be heard in a case of 
Robert Leggett and eight other British ex- 
Service men against the Irish Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Land Trust and the Attorney-General 
of the Irish Free State. 

The plaintiffs seek a number of declarations 
in respect of the terms of the contracts of 
tenancy of ex-Service men’s cottages, and the 
defendants have served notice of motion for 
an order that the plaintiffs’ statement of claim 
may be struck out on the ground that, as they 
allege, it discloses no reasonable cause of 
action; and that all further proceedings in 
the action may be stayed or dismissed. 

There are twelve cases of Aabeas corpus, 
certiorari, mandamus and quo warranto; 
eight cases stated. and one revenue petition 
for hearing before other judges of the High 
Court. 


VALUATION OF GAS COMPANY’S 


PREMISES. 

An application will be made on behalf of the 
Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas Companv 
for an order to make absolute a conditional 
order in the nature of mandamus, directing 
the Commissioner of Valuation to show cause 
why he should not be ordered to supply to the 
Gas Company copies of field books and docu- 
ments relating to the revised valuation on 
their premises, and other information and par- 
ticulars of the valuation. The Commissioner, 
it appeared, had increased the gross valuation 
from approximately £28,000 to approximately 
£70,000, and against this the company 
appealed, but the Commissioner refused to 
alter or amend it, or to allow the company to 
have access to the documents referred to. The 
company applied to the High Court, and were 
granted the conditional order. 

. There will be a further application on behalf 
of the same company for an order to make 
absolute a conditional order in the nature of 
a writ of certrorart directing Mr. T. J. 
Murray, one of the collectors of poor rates for 
the City of Dublin, and District Justice Little 
to show cause why an order and warrant of 


the District Justice for over £12,000 in respect * 


of consolidated municipal rates, and almost 
£6,000 in respect of poor rates. should not be 
brought into the High Court for the purpose 
of being quashed. 

There are eighteen jury cases and eleven 
non-jury cases already set down for hearing. 
Of the jury actions eleven are for damages for 
personal injuries, and two are probate suits. 
There are two actions for alleged libel. One 
claim is brought under the Fatal Injuries Act: 
one action is for alleged wrongful dismissal, 
and one for alleged negligence. The non-jury 
cases include two probate suits, one breach of 
promise action and one matrimonial suit. 

The jury trials will begin on next Tuesday.
